BORDERIN G ON RE VOLUTION. 

Hsyti in a Ferment, Probably In 
Sympathy With Santo Domingo. 

Washington.—Hayti is in a state of 
ferment, perhaps in sympathy with 
the neighboring state of San Domingo. 
United States Minister Powell has 
cabled the State Department that the 
presence of a United States war ship 
may be required if the present threat¬ 
ening conditions continue to insure the 
Bafety of the United States legation 
and consulates. The department has 
been in communication with the Navy 
Department on the subject, ready to 
dispatch orders on short notioe to 
Commanders Longnecker and Logan of 
the New Orleans and the Machias re¬ 
spectively. 

These vessels are now at Santo Do¬ 
mingo, only half a day’s sail from 
Port au Prince, and, it is believed, will 
be quite sufficient to meet the Minis¬ 
ter’s ends.

NEWS OF THE WEEK CONDENSED. 

A Number of Miscellaneous Jottings 
Briefly and Curtly Told In This 
Column. 1 

An effort to olose saloons on Sunday 
is being made at Spokane. 

A Japanese preaoher is lecturing in 
Eastern Washington towns. 

There are 1165 patients in the Oregon 
insane asylum. 

Governor Geer and staff of Oregon 
have been invited to attend the cele¬ 
bration in honor of Admiral Dewey’s 
return to be held at New York in Octo¬ 
ber. 

The fruit orop of the Rogue river 
valley never was better than this year. 
There is an abundance of every var'ety, 
and the present indications are that 
a good price will be paid for it. 

Dr. James C. Perry, who has been 
in charge of the United States quaran¬ 
tine office at Port Townsend for the 
last three years, has been ordered to 
China to make scientific study of the 
plague. 

Negotiations are said to be pending 
for the sale of the Bald Eagle and Sum 
Dum Chief mines in Southeastern Alas¬ 
ka for the sum of $2,500,000. The mines 
are owned by the Newall Mining Com¬ 
pany and the prospective purchasers 
are English capitalists. 

This is the first season in the history 
of Whatcom county, Wash., that there 
has been no fluctuation in prices of 
shingles. The market is very firm, 
and there is no danger ofany change 
before the building season ends in the 
East. This satisfactory state of affairs 
is credited to the shingle manufactur¬ 
ers’ organization perfected a short time 
ago. 

The final dividend to the stockhold¬ 
ers of the Spokane Savings bank will 
be paid in a few days, and the receiv¬ 
ership terminated. The bank closed 
its doors in July, 1893, owing -depos¬ 
itors $100,000. A dividend of about 
12>2 per cent was paid in about six 
months, and since then payments have 
been made from time to time,until the 
bank has paid in full every dollar. 

Seattle horsemen are of the opinion 
that the government will have no diffi¬ 
culty in getting perfectly satisfactory 
cavalry mounts in Washington and 
Oregon. ‘‘There are plenty of good 
horses in Washington,” said 8. Ben¬ 
jamin, a Seattle horse-dealer. “If the 
government will be satisfied with har¬ 
dy, strong, sound horses of 1100 to 
1200 weight, its requirements can be 
met and filled. Prices should range 
from tlOO to $125, according to the 
quality of the horses purchased.” 

THE GERMAN NAVY. 

Berlin Press Insists That s Big Increase 
Is Necessary. 

Berlin.—A large portion of the press 
th>s week called attention to the 
"enormous proposed increase” of the 
American Navy. The Ost Asiatisohe 
Lloyd points out that Amerioa is now 
building forty-six war vessels, and that 
the construction of twelve more was 
ordered during the last session of Con¬ 
gress. This, it adds, in the near fu¬ 
ture, will give a new complexion to the 
Far Eastern question. 

This article has been much com¬ 
mented upon and a number of papers 
in close relation with the Government 
have begun a campaign in favor of an¬ 
other large increase in the German 
navy. Even the conservative Neus- 
tcho Naohriohten, the organ of Dr. 
Miquel, the Prussian Minister of 
Finance, strongly insists that such an 
increase is necessary, unless Germany 
wishes to “abdicate the influential 
position she hasaoquired in the East,” 
adding “Germany must be able to keep 
permanently at least one division of 
first-class iron-clads in the Far East.” 


GOING B ACK TO AFRICA. 

Professor darner Will Return to His 
Study of Monkeys. 

Cleveland.—Professor R. L. Garner, 
who has made two trips into the 
French Congo for the purpose of study¬ 
ing the language and habits of apes, is 
in this oity. He is soon to make an¬ 
other journey to Africa for further in¬ 
vestigation, and he gave an aooount of 
the work he is contemplating: 

"My first trips to the French 
Congo,” said he, “were made in 1892- 
94 and 1895-96. Within a few months 
I shall make another trip to this same 
part of Africa for furthrer study. This 
time I am going for the purpose of 
looking into the psychic character of 
apes, with the intention of teaching 
them human speech and of finding 
how far they are able to distinguish 
numbers and colors and so on. 

"I shall take along phonographs and 
appliances which are used in teaching 
feeble-minded children. Indeed, I 
hope to give them a regular kindergar¬ 
ten course, using blocks, geometric 
figuree and the other things with which 
ohildren are taught. I shall also use 
some of the methods which are applied 
in the education of deaf mutes.”. 


AGRICULTURE IN_THE WEST. 

Work JPccoinplIshed by fipsrlwisntsl 
Stations. 

Washington.—Dr. E. W. Allen, As¬ 
sistant Director of the Experimental 
Stations in the Agricultural Depart¬ 
ment, has just returned from a pro¬ 
longed tour of the West, made for the 
purpose of inspecting the various sta¬ 
tions in that section of the country. 
He states that one of the most inter¬ 
esting lines of investigation which is 
being pursued in these stations is that 
with regard to cheese making. The 
station in Wisconsin is taking the lead 
in this especial work, and discoveries 
have been made there which revolu¬ 
tionize the European theory that the 
ripening of eheese is due to bacteria.’ 
The American experiments demonstate 
beyond doubt that the principal change 
in the albuminoids which takes place 
in the ripening process is dependent 
upon a ferment which is contained in 
the milk itself and not to the bacteria. 
It is believed that this discovery will 
have an important bearing upon cheese 
manfacture in the future. 

In the stations throughout the semi- 
arid region much attention is being 
given to the investigation of excessive 
alkali in the soil. In many sections, 
notably in California and Utah, there 
are large regions of irrigated land 
which are practically non-productive 
on account of the preeonce of alkali. 
Investigation makes it plain that this 
is due to irrigation, and in many in¬ 
stances to exoes6ive irrigation. The 
water applied to the soil brings the 
salts to the surface when it rises. In 
some instances it has been found that 
the lower portion of streams have been 
rendered very alkaline by the return 
of these salts in the w*ater from the 
irrigated fields. 

The work of the experiment stations 
in connection with this problem is to 
find a remedy for the evil, and this 
they are seeking to do by demonstra¬ 
ting that in most instances crops do not 
require nearly so much water as is ap¬ 
plied to them. They aie working 
along practical lines in the solution of 
the problem, and in some cases the 
more progressive farmers are co-opera¬ 
ting with them. Eventually they hope 
to be able to show just what quantity 
of water is required for a given crop 
in a given locality and county. When 
able to do this not only will there be 
saving from destruction muoh land 
already under ditch, but also extend 
the irrigable area by demonstrating 
that more land can be supplied with 
water from the available supply than 
now is. 

In Montana, Idaho and other semi- 
arid states, there is muoh work looking 
to seouring forage plants adapted to 
the altitude and climate. In those 
states most satisfactory results have 
been secured with the cow pea, which 
is generally planted with oats. Red 
clover is aleo found to flourish in that 
section even better than in the Eastern 
States. In other regions much atten¬ 
tion is given to the rotation of crops. 
Dr. Allen reports a growing friendship 
toward the experiment stations on the 
part of farmers. When the stations 
were first established they were re¬ 
garded as an innovation, but in many 
instances the farmers have come now 
to depend upon them, and most of 
them regard the stations with favor. 


FRIEND LY TO DEWEY. 

German Press Ridicules Alleged Hostile 
Utterances. 

Berlin.—Admiral Dewey’s alleged 
anti-German utterances at Trieste are 
more extensively commented upon in 
the American than in the German 
press. With a few exceptions, the 
tone of the latter is moderate and con¬ 
ciliatory. Most of the papers disbe¬ 
lieved the truth of the alleged utter¬ 
ances from the first, citing the Ad¬ 
miral’s past oonduct and well authen¬ 
ticated friendly attitude toward the 
German representatives in the East. 

The influential Boeraen Courier 
says: "On the German side, no serious 
politician for a moment has attributed 
any importance to this latest canard. 
Admiral Dewey is known, from his 
intercourse with German naval officere, 
as a quiet, thoughtful gentleman, in¬ 
capable of giving vent to such incau¬ 
tious utterances.” 

The Agrarian Deutsche Tnges Zei- 
tung likewise expresses disbelief, add¬ 
ing: 

“After all, we need not trouble our- 
selfves about Admiral Dewey’s views 
of Germany, Prince Henry and Ger¬ 
man naval officers.” 

The Tagblatt repeatedly expressed 
the conviction that the whole story is 
inaccurate, and other important papers 
"like the Cologne Gazette, Hamburg 
Correspondent and the bulk of the 
Berlin papers, said it would be inter¬ 
esting to know just how much and 
bow little truth there was to the whole 
story. 

Serum Not fluccossful, 

Washington.—In a letter to Surgeon- 
General Sternberg.dated January 20tb, 
the distinguished Brazilian physician, 
Dr. J. B. Delacord of Rio Janeiro says: 

"The yellow fever serum of Dr. San- 
arelli has failed in Brazil. The experi¬ 
ments made at Sao Paulo have not 
been favorable to the use of this serum. 
It iB neither preventative nor cura¬ 
tive.” _ 

Plague Appears la Calcutta. 

Calcutta.—The bubonic plague has 
mad* its reappearance here.

Notable Falling Off in American 
Exports. 

FOREIGN DEMAND CANNOT BE FILLED 

Increase la the Imports of Several or the 
Metals for the Month of Juno so Com¬ 
pared With That of Last Vear. 

Pittsburg, Pa.—The falling away of 
exports in iron and steel for June, 
1899, forms a remarkable chapter in 
our eommercial history says the Amer¬ 
ican Manufacturer and Iron World. 
The sole reason assigned is that the 
domestic demand was too great and 
material could not be spared for foreign 
shipment. Many good orders have 
been turned down by manufacturers 
for export, but a large percentage of 
orders for future delivery will he taken 
cafe of. 

The export of steel fell off 43,561 
tons, at a value of $872 ,664 in June, 
1898, to 19,560 tons, valued at $420,404 
in June, 1899. Billets, ingots and 
blooms fell off from 4149 tons, value 
$78,$60, to 1736 tons, value $44,836 
for the same period. 

There were some increases in ex¬ 
ports, however, notably steel sheets, 
whiei) increased from 3,945,617 
pounds, valued at $50,312, to 8,871,222 
pounds, value $123,048. 

T|p‘ and terne plates and taggers tin 
also showed an increase, ranging from 
2278 pounds, vauled at $120, to 9693 
pounds, value $519. The infant tin j 
plat* industry will be pushed with j 
grea$er vigor when the home demand ' 
increases, and it will not be surprising 
if ijt eventually leads many of the in¬ 
dustries in exporting material. 

There was a notable increase in the | 
export of wire rods from 2,735,676 
pounds, value $26,169, to 5,872,530 
pounds, value $57,625. The imports 
of iron ore for June, 1898, as compared 
with the same month this year, show 
an increase from 250 tons to 43,762 
tons, and from $1065 to $73,160 in 
value. Imports of bar iron increased 
from .4,187,566 pounds to 5,264,447 
pounds for the same period, at a value 
of from $77,710 to $114,060. 

In fact, many of the finished mate¬ 
rials show an increase in imports, 
notably tin plate from 8,253,946 
pourds, value $183,559, to 10,390,442 
pounds, value $299,049. Ingots and 
blooms, wire and wire rods and many

LATEST NEWS NOTES. 

The first torpedo-boat of a new type 
has just been launched at the Sohichau 
yards, Germany. 

Vessels from the United States will 
not be admitted to the Azores islands. 
They oan only receive provisions under 
a rigorous quarantine. 

The condition of India continues seri¬ 
ous. Exoept in Bengal practically 
no rain has fallen in Western or 
Southern India for nearly forty days. 
The Bombay Government is already 
considering means to cope with the 
famina which will be severe unless rain 
soon oomes. A famine weuld seriously 
interfeie with the currency reforms. 
The natives say the luck of the Viceroy 
of India, Lord Curzon of Keddleson is 
failing. 

The arrival and departure of peopla 
from the Hawaiian islands for the 
eleven months ending June 30th have 
just been published. These show a net 
increase in the population through im¬ 
migration of 14,710. The total number 
of arrivals has been 20,884, and of 
departures 6174. By nationalities the 
figures are: Japanese, arrivals 13,218, 
departures 1938; Chinese arrivals 
2767, departures 1938; Chinese arrivals 
2767, departures 1108; Portuguese, 
arrivals 75, departures 54; all other 
arrivals 4824, departures 3074. 

Private letters received in New York 
announce that the young Duke of Man¬ 
chester is very attentive to Gertrude 
Elliott, the pretty sister of Maxine El¬ 
liott, wife of Nat Godwin. The Good¬ 
wins have entertained the Duke at 
their country plaoe, and bis attentions 
to Miss Elliott have been so marked as 
to be generally commented upon. They 
met first at the theater where Miss 
Elliott was playing, and it is from 
that time that the prospective romanoe 
dates. The affair has begun to attract 
attention in the aristocratic circle in 
which the young man moves. 

Congressman Eugene F. Loud of 
California, chairman of the House 
Committee on Postoffices and Post 
Roads, Congressman George W. Smith, 
another member of the Postoffices 
Committee, and Victor J. Bradley, 
division superintendent of the railway 
mail service, sailed for Europe lecent- 
ly to make an inspection of postal con¬ 
ditions abroad. They will be absent 
two months. Bradley was selected by 
the Congressmen because of bis intimate 
knowledge of postoffiee conditions. 
His duties abroad will be as expert in¬ 
vestigator for the members of the com¬ 
mittee. This is said to be the' first 
official body to visit Eur^e on a post- 
office investigation tour in twenty 
I years. 


JAPAN TO MAKE GREAT DISPLAY 

Will Spend Nearly Three Million Francs 
on the Paris Exhibit. 

London.—Few countries will he 
more thororughly amt characteristi¬ 
cally represented at the Paris Expoei-j 
Hon than Japan. I^fs TwwcSI 
among the great powers does nothing 
by half, so that it is not surprising 
that the Japanese Parliament has made 
the seoond largest grant of publio 
funds toward the expenses of the ex¬ 
hibition of all the countries that will 
be represented. The original grant 
was for 2,200,060 francs, but Mr. 
Hayashi, the Commissioner-General, 
finding that this sum would be insuffi¬ 
cient to cover the enormous expenses 
incurred, did not hesitate to apply for 
over half a million more, which Par- 1 
liament immediately voted without a , 
dissenting vote. 

Throughout Japan the gratest desire 
prevails to make a thoroughly effective 
display. Over 6000 exhibitors have 
applied for space, though not more 
than half of them will be able to put 
in an appearance, owing to the inabil¬ 
ity of the exhibition to grant sufficient 
room. Kashiro Saito, assistant com¬ 
missioner, says that the exhibit will, 
as much as possible, be confined to 
lines whioh are peculiar to Japan, or 
in which she particularly excels. Thus 
furniture, decoration, silk fabrics and 
other artistic articles will abound. 
The Japanese department of mines is 
preparing a complete collection of all 
Japanese minerals; the department of 
forestry will exhibit a similar collec¬ 
tion of all native woods and seeds; the 
fisheries department will exhibit an 
aquarium containing specimens of all 
freshwater fish, especially such as are 
peculiar to Japan, suoh as red oarp 
and three-tailed fish. The collection 
of art treasures will be the finest ever 
made. 

DECREASE O F SUG AR EXPORTS. 
A Protest Against the IMnglejr Tariff 
Presented to the Government. 

Berlin.—The Agrarian Press pub¬ 
lishes statistics on the subject of the 
remarkable 'deorease in the sugar ex¬ 
ports to the United States from 308,- 
000 tons during the first six months of 
1897, to 87,000 tons in 1890. A col¬ 
lective protest against the effects of 
the Dingley tariff bill on German in¬ 
dustries has been presented by the Bund 
der Industriellen to the Government. 
It has'been answered by the Imperial 
6eoretary for the Interior, Herr von 
Posadowsky-Wehner, who says the pro¬ 
test has been submitted to the econo¬ 
mic committee of the empire. The 
valuable data contained in the protest 
will be used in negotiating further 
commercial treaties with the United 
States. 

Premier Laurier was shown the 
Washington dispatch in whioh F. W. 
Fitzpatrick describes bis reception in 
Ottawa as having been a chilly one, and 
gives the snbetanoe of the remarks 
made by 8ir Wilfrid when asked to 
visit Chioago. The Premier said Fitz¬ 
patrick’s statement was the sheerest 
nonsense.

A curious species of insect Is the 
trapdoor spider, whose nest consists of 
a tube excavated in the earth to the 
depth of six or eight Inches.

HIGHWAY ROBBERY. 

Arthur Campbell will have bis pre¬ 
liminary examination at Redwood 
City today on a charge against him for 
highway robbery. He held up an 
Italian dairyman last Friday night in 
the mountains near I.a Honda and 
was captured the next morning at his 
camp by Sheriff Mansfield and Deputy 
Butts. 

Campbell robbed C. Gioli, who was 
returning from Redwood City to his 
ranch in the coast mountains. Gioli 
left Redwood late in the afternoon and 
had reached the steep grade leading to 
La Honda about 11 o’clock,when some 
one jumped into his wagon from the 
rear. The highwayman garroted the 
Italian, at the same time tearing his 
watch from his pocket. 

Gioli closed with his assailant, and 
U»e two dropped together front the 
wagon into the dust of the road. The 
struggling men rolled off the road and 
down the mountain side, fiercely fight¬ 
ing as they fell. 

In the darkness Campbell tried to 
use his revolver, but it missed fire. 
Then he broke away, but the moun¬ 
taineer caught him. His hat and coat 
and other portions of his clothing were 
gone when he plunged again into the 
thick brush. 

Then began a crawling race through 
the underbrush. Giola heard the clic 
of the revolver,but it missed fire again, 
and he reached forward and caught his 
assailant by the foot. To that foot he 
clung in desperation for some minutes. 
Then to his disappointment he found 
it was an empty shoe he held. Camp¬ 
bell had sliped this shoe and crawled 
away. 

There was nothing left for Gioli but 
to return to the road. Finding his 
horses, he mounted one of them and 
went as fast as he could to the Summit 
House, from which place word was sent 
to Redwood City to Sheriff Mansfield. 

At 2 o’clock a. m. Saturday the 
sheriff started,in company with Deputy 
Butts and a posse, to the scene of the 
robbery. At daybreak they caught 
their man, and by 8 o’clock he was 
lodged in the oounty jail. 

On Campbell's person were found 
the stolen watch, a revolver and some 
papers. On the road where the scuffle 
began were found his hat and Gioli’s 
bankbook, while down through the 
brush was strewn the wearing apparel 
which Gioli had torn from the prisoner 
during their struggle. 

Campbell is a dull-looking, red¬ 
faced man with a stubby growth of 
reddish whiskers. He says that he ia 
quite well known at the Stanford 
Stock Farm, where he was employed 
two years ago.—Coast Advocate. 


SAN MATEO COUNTY PROPERTY. 

Increase In Keal Estate Value Shown 
By New Assessment Roll* 

Redwood City, August 4.—County 
Auditor George Barker has just com¬ 
pleted the work of compiling the as¬ 
sessment rolls of the county. 'It shows 
that the assessed valuation of the real 
estate is 113,749,895. The number of 
acres of land in the county is 324,077. 
Improvement valuation, $3,337,656; 
mortgage valuation, $1,263,190; town 
lots at $1,576,775; valuation of real 
property outside city and towns, $6,- 
991,775. This shows an increase in 
the valuation over laet year of about a 
half a million dollars. The mortgage 
decrease ia $25,000. The increase in 
tbs valuation of real estate more than 


covers by $150,000 the Flood property 
deeded to the State last summer. The 
valuable holding was assessed at $350,-

It naturally 
follows that alien seamen, as a rule^ 
have a liking for service on British 
ships. 

The total mercantile-marine ship¬ 
building output of 1898 for the whole 
world is estimated at 1,8!>3,000 tons, 
and Lloyd’s returns show that of this 
total output 1,307,570 tons gross were 
launched In the United Kingdom, the 
number of vessels lieing 701, of which 
only seventeen were sailing vessels. 

In Minnesota a law authorizes park 
boards in cities to plant trees when pe¬ 
titioned by property owners concerned 
anil to assess the cost, not to exceed 
12*4 cents a front foot, on the property 
Improved, this to include the expense 
of maintaining the trees for three years 
and replacing any that may die. 

Cassell & Co. have been publishers 
for school dictionaries in many lan¬ 
guages for years. They have green 
covers with red backs. Recently an¬ 
other Arm lias commenced to publish 
school dictionaries similarly bound, 
and Cassell & Co. have secured an or¬ 
der from tiie court forbidding such in¬ 
fringement. I 

Peter Pixley in tearing down his old 
house at the foot of Three Mile hill, 
near Great Barrington, Mass., which 
Is said to be one of the oldest found 
under the floor several old coins, one 
of which is an old Franklin cent dated 
1787. One side hears tiie date and the 
inscription, “Mind your own business,’* 
anil the Latiu word “Fugio.” 

In 1808, Liverpool led all other for¬ 
eign ports in tiie world iu clearances 
for tlie United States, the numtier be¬ 
ing 1,009. In addition there were four¬ 
teen clearances for ports that had re¬ 
cently been transferred from the Juris¬ 
diction of Spain to that of the United 
States. Of all these 1,023 clearances, 
only three of the ships carried tho 
American flag. 

A large new clothing store in New 
Y'ork is equipped with lockers, dressing 
rooms, baths, barber and bootblack for 
the convenience of business men who 
desire to attend some gathering in 
evening dress, and do not wish to go 
homo or to their club to dress, thus 
placing some of the facilities of club 
life at Ihe command of the downtown 
community at nominal expense. 

A remarkable electric light column is 
being erected in front of the new South 
station in Boston. It is of polished 
granite, and when finished it will be 
forty feet in height. Tho stone at the 
base weighs fourteen tons, is nine feet 
in diameter and rests upon a stone 
foundation fifteen feet deep, under 
which are twelve piles. Ornameutal 
work will lie carved tqion the column, 
and half way up there are to be four 
bronze lamps with powerful lights. At 
the top oue light will be placed. 

E. C. Larrabee of Salem, Mass., has 
completed a picture of President Mc¬ 
Kinley which is composed of twenty 
different kinds of wood skillfully in¬ 
laid, Hie woods used coming from 
Cuba, Porto ltlco, the Philippines, tho 
Hawaiian Islands and other places 
with which tiie administration is iden¬ 
tified. The portrait Is to be presented 
to tho President by its maker through 
Congressman Moody. It Is a good like¬ 
ness, and the work is very cleverly 
done. No less than ten pieces of wood 
are Inlaid iu the button on tiie coat

Very little sufficed to enter¬ 
tain him, and Vicomte de Ponelns re¬ 
lates In the Nineteenth Century that 
the first sugar-loaf which was present¬ 
ed to him threw him into ecstasies ol 
pleasure, and that he and his consort 
were discovered with that blessed prod¬ 
uct of civilization between them, llck< 
lug it vigorously. 

But those good times are past; Euro¬ 
peans have brought Menelik so man) 
toys that he has become critical. When 
a new traveler Is announced he now 
awaits with Impatience the customar) 
present, trying to find out beforehand 
whether It Is to be something new, la 
which case the audience Is speedily 
granted. 

He Is much interested In all machin¬ 
ery, which, including watches, he in¬ 
variably takes to pieces. Sometimes 
he deigns to be present at the unpack¬ 
ing of the traveler’s boxes, and to ap¬ 
propriate any little object that pleases 
him. Such Informal examinations 
please him vastly. 

“If I had not been a king,” he re¬ 
marks at times, “I should like to have 
been a custom-house officer.” 

Yieonite de l’oneius pleased Menelik 
so much with a pair of hastily darned 
socks that he insisted on unsocking, 
for his own benefit, a party of mission¬ 
aries who passed through Adis Abeba 
shortly afterward; hut nowadays he 
must receive more costly gifts, and, 
like Oliver Twist, he asks for more.
